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More Gasoline Uteri Where Tax is High 


A r h ENI st Rte highway bulletin makes the claim that more 
gasoline is used where the tax is high. 
This probably comes be­ 
cause of the results that follow in the wake of higher taxes- -morn 
im provem ents to the highways. 
Gasoline taxes do not discourage the use of gasoline, to judge 
by an analysis of the figures on motor vehicle registration and 
gasoline consumption in 1929. 
The states which had the highest 
taxes used the most gasoline. 
Three states had a six cent tax in force all or part of the time 
in 1929. 
The number of gallons used per car in these states was: 
H onda, 646; Georgia, 612; South Carolina, 510. 
Hight states which had a five cent tax used the following 
number of gallons per car: Arkansas, 573; Kentucky, 465; Mis­ 
sissippi, 564; Montana, 410; New Mexico, 580; North Carolina, 
539; Tennessee, 537; Virginia, 511. 
This makes the average per car 589 gallons where the tax 
was six cents and 522 gallons where the tax was five cents. 
The 
average for the entire United States was 506 gallons per car. The 
average tax for all states was 3.22 cents per gallon. 
Minnesota, which had a 2 cent tax part of the year and 8 
cents part of the year, used only 464 gallons per can. 
Wisconsin, 
with a 2 cent tax, used 472 gallons per car. 
I he figures do not include gasoline used for other p u r p o se s 
than motor vehicles. 
Gasoline purchased by tourists is included. 
High gasoline taxes apparently did not keep tourists away. 
(Jasoline taxes build more roads, and good roads increase the 
use of gasoline.

Pilce Fry for tAiken 
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BRAINERD BREAKS THREE RECORDS 
IN WINNING AITKIN TRACK MEET 


Today and tomorrow trucks arc busily hauling pike fry from 
the Jenkins hatchery to some 24 lakes of the Brainerd Lake Re­ 
gion, stocking them with 3b0 cans of the fry. 
No one has ever 
had the time to make a count of the actual number of fry, but it 
is believed they run 30,000 to the can and as there are 350 cans, 
that would equal 10,500,000 fry. 
As there is always some loss in 
the baby age of these fish, it would conservatively estimated in­ 
crease the fish population of the 24 lakes by 10,000,000 fish. 
The weather was just right today, cool, with no sun, and a 
maximum number of fry can la* loaded in each can. 
These cans, 
by the way, are milk can slue and are carried without covers, so 
that the air can freely reach the fry. The water sloshes around 
in the partly filled cans and this action contributed by truck haul 
age, serves to aerate the water. 
A. A. Weideman, o f the ( ’row Wing County Game and Kish 
club, has lieen largely instrumental in securing the fry and at 
tending to the distribution* 
The distribution is the hardest un­ 
dertaking, as the trucks must lie marshalled on time, must make 
the trip to the Jenkins hatchery and then out to the respective 
lakes and waiting crews must take the cans and dump them into 
deep water of the lakes. 
The sooner the fry is in the water, the 
larger the percentage given a chance to survive and mature. 
This fish stocking undertaking is part of an endless chain. 
Far-sighted sportsmen and state aid replenish the lakes with fry, 
fishermen do their best to catch tile limit and in so doing deplete 
the lakes. 
Without fish our lakes would lose a large' part of their 
appeal.
